Fred Webb, negro porter, found 
McClure bending over Mrs. Thomp­ 
son’s body at the bottom of au ele­ 
vator shaft last night and was or­ 
dered by McClure to call physicians. 
When two physicians arrived to ex­ 
amine the body, McClure left 
the 
room to which he and the negro had 
carried it. 
A search for him a short 
time afterw ard revealed his body ly­ 
ing upon a undertaker's slab in the 
morgue, a knife used in post m ortem 
exam inrtion,

NEW YORK, July 19.—Rear Ad­ 
miral Charles D. Sigsbee, U. S. N., re­ 
tired, captain of the ill-fated battle­ 
ship Maine, died suddenly at his 
home here today. 
Admiral Sigsbee had been In poor 
health fo rthe last tw*o years, though 
only yesterday he was, out riding. 
His death was due to heart failure. 
The arrangements 
for 
the funeral 
have not been made but he will be 
buried at Arlington cemetery, Wash­ 
ington, probably next Monday. 


Rear 
Admiral 
Charles 
Dwight 
Sigsbee rose to fame through one of 
the greatest naval disasters in Amer­ 
ican history—the “blowing up of the 
Maine.” He was 52 years old at the 
time; a captain, a veteran of the 
civil war, and an inventor of deep­ 
sea exploring and sounding apparat 
tus. 
Captain Sigsbee, commander of the 
Maine, was ordered lo Havana harbor 
to protect American lives and proper* 
ty during the crisis of the Cuban re­ 
bellion against Spain in 1S98. As the 
vessel was on a friendly mission, she 
was received with 
the 
customary 
courtesies from the forts and Span­ 
ish warships, and the usual official 
visits. 
She w’as assigned to a spe­ 
cial anchorage and placed there by 
the proper 
agents 
of the Spanish 
government. 
On the evening of Februay 15 the 
big white battleship had been riding 
quietly at anchor for more than two 
weeks. 
Captain Sigsbee w*ent to hit 
cabin shortly after 8 o’clock and 
w’rote a long letter to hlsr wife. 
By 
the time he had finished many of the 
328 men and 26 officers were asleep. 
The captain had just enclosed the 
letter in an envelope and started to 
seal it when a deafening roar sound­ 
ed through the ship. 
The great ves­ 
sel began to list. 
Groping his way 
through the dark, 
Sigsbee 
reached 
the deck. A scene of horror greeted 
him. 
The Maine was sinking. 
“None can never know*,” he Baid 
later, “the aw*ful scenes of consterna­ 
tion, despair and suffering down in 
the forward compartments; of men 
wounded, or drowning in the swil- 
ing water, or confined in a closed 
compartment slowly filling with w*a^ 
ter. 
It is comforting to believe, and 
it is probably true, also, that most of 
those who were lost were killed in­ 
stantly.” 
The tragedy cost the lives of 264 
sailors. 
The news spread over the 
w’orld in a few* hours, but not before 
the entire 
American 
nation 
was 
aroused to a pitch of frenzy, believ-

Would it be more just to tax heavily 
France’s future generations to enable the 
French government to go on carrying the 
work of reconstruction and the payment of 
war pensions, without the same govern­ 
ment receiving any substantial reparations 
from Germany to balance that account? 


Germany, today, have no bearing at all on 
the solution of the reparation problem, es­ 
pecially as the complete settlement of that 
problem will not take one day, but a great 
many years; the payment of a war debt of 
that magnitude will, as we all know, be 
spread over a long period. 
Nobody has 
ever thought of passing judgment on the 
physical, intellectual or commercial ability 
of a sick man; but it is perfectly fair to try 
and forsee the results of his activity in the 
future, by his past record and by taking 
into account the normal process of his re­ 
covery and his possibilities of work and 
thrift. 
At present, Germany is sick, 
greatly 
through her own fault. Financially, she is 
to gay powerless. 
But that sickness was 
avoidable, with reasonable care, and at any 
rate we know her past achievements and 
we can easily foretell her recovery. Let us 
judge then, of her capacity of payment by 
what she spent in the past, and by what 
she will be able to produce in the future. 
For the year 1913-14, the German 
budget amounted to l l billions of gold 
marks, and in that budget were included 
expenses for war preparation, represented 
by 2,300 million marks. It is evidently no 
exaggeration to say that, Germany having 
disarmed since 1918, the German treasury 
could have collected no less than l */2 bil­ 
lion marks yearly for reparation purposes, 
if taxes had been collected on the same 
basis after the war as before the war.

department of commerce.

“Within the next three months, we 
shall effect some measures that will 
co-ordinsUe Alaska better th ai here­ 
tofore, so that out of this we may do 
something worth doing. The greatest 
thing we might do is to establish 
happy co-operation, to build a new 
country, so that Alaska will have a 
greater mission and vision to Ameri­ 
ca than the matter of control of her 
fisheries and lands.

ing the Maine had been blown up by 
hostile Spaniards. 
“Suspend judgment,” urged Sigs- 
bee In his first report. 
His calm 
wisdom did 
much to prevent the 
United States from rushing into war 
immediately. 
He accompanied the 
court of injuiry in its Investigation 
of the wreck, and his expert knowl­ 
edge helped it to arrive at a decis­ 
ion as to the cause of the disaster. 
“The 
question 
has 
been asked 
many times,” said the admiral years 
after the tragedy, “whether I be­ 
lieved then that the Main was blown 
up from tho outside. My answer has 
been that my first order on reaching 
the deck was to post sentries to re­ 
pel boarders.” 
Admiral Sigsbee added fresh lau­ 
rels to his fame In the war that soon 
followed the disaster. As commander 
of the St. Paul, a trans-Atlantic liner 
converted into an auxiliary cruiser, 
he captured the Spanish collier Res- 
tormel, carrying coal to Cervera, and 
thus sealed the fate of the Spanish 
fleet at Santiago. 
The cruiser Isa­ 
bella II and the 
destroyer 
Terror 
both hauled down their flags and sur­ 
rendered to him. 
The naval career of Sigsbee began 
when he was a boy of 14 years. Born 
in Albany, N. Y., In 1845, he entered 
Annapolis in 1859 and was graduated 
four years later. He was assigned to 
the west gulf squadron, and at the 
age of 19 was following Admiral Far­ 
ra g u t as an ensijm through the bat­ 
tle of Mobile 
Bay. At 20 
he was 
fighting under Porter at Fort Fisher 
and at 23 he had been promoted to 
the rank of lieutenant commander. 
- During the 33 years of peace that 
followed the civil war, Sigsbee won 
fame and promotion as an inventor. 
Among other 
duties 
through that 
period, he was assigned to explore 
the sea bottom. Here his inventive 
genius came to the fore and he in­ 
vented instruments for deep sea ex­ 
ploration that are used today with­ 
out material change. 
The German 
government decorated him with the 
Red Eagle of Prussia at the sugges­ 
tion of ex-Emperor William, and he 


I also received a gold medal at the 
Loudon International Fisheries Ex­ 
hibition for these achievements. 
At the age of 58, Sigsbee was pro­ 
moted to the rank of rear admiral. 
He rounded out his naval career dur­ 
ing the last decade as chief intelli­ 
gence officer; 
commander of the 
League Island Navy Yard; comman­ 
der of the South Atlantic Squadron, 
and as commander of the second di­ 
vision of the North Atlantic Fleet. 
On his sixty-second birthday—Jan­ 
uary 16, 1907—he was placed on the 
retired list of rear admirals. 
After leaving active service, ho 
frequently appeared in public as a 
lecturer and also on commissions per­ 
taining to the Maine. 
He was the 
author of “Deep Sea Sounding and 
Dredging,” United States Coast Sur­ 
vey,” and “Personal Narrative of the 
Battleship Maine, 1899.” 
While on shore duty as a professor 
at Annapolis in 1870, Admiral Sigs­ 
bee married Eliza Rogers Lockwood, 
daughter of General H. H. Lockwood, 
U. S. A.
